G. S. R. 141 (E).—The following draft of the Central Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1997, which the Central 
Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-scction (6) of section 41 of the motor 
Vehicles Act, 1988 is hereby published as required by sub-scction (1) of section 212 of the said Act for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 
expiry of a period of 70 days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing this notfication are made available 
to tire public. 

Any objections or suggestion which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules before the 
expiry of the period so specified above will be taken into consideration by the Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

The Central Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1997 

1. These rules may be called the Central Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1997. 

2. After rule 76 A of the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, (here in after referred to as tlie said rules), the 
following rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

"76B. (1) Registration of vehicles of non-diplomatic officials of diplomatic missions or consular posts. A motor 
vehicle belonging to a non diplomatic ofificialief a diplomatic mission or a consular post in Delhi shall be 
assigned a registration mark consisting of letters "CDP" preceded by the number allotted to the mission 
or post by Ministry of External Affairs of the Government of India and followed by a number allotted to 
the vehicle by the registering authority. 

(2) A motor vehicle belonging to a non-diplomatic official of a consular post outside Delhi shall be assigned 
a registration mark consisting of tlie letters "CCP" preceded by the number of the post allotted to it by 
the Ministry of External Affairs of the Government of India and followed by the number allotted to the 
vehicle by tlie registering authority". 

(3) In rale 77 of the said rules in sub rule (1), after clause 2 (i) the following shall be added, namely :— 

“(hi) With light green background, the registration mark and the number being in white in case of 
motor vehicle referred to in rule 76 (8).”
